REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach a slaving device for the wedge, which slaving 
device slaves the wedge to the friction brake lining in the one direction of rotation of the brake 

body in which the self-boosting device is operative wherein roller bodies are disposed between 
the slaving device and the wedge; and wherein the vehicle brake comprises a travel limiter for 
the friction brake lining, which limits a fravel of the friction brake lining in the opposite 
direction.
